“J IM ” ELLIS AN ISSUE. 
The death this morning of the man Wells 
who was shot last Thursday in the dive of 
“Jim” Ellis, a notorious negro politician 
and dive keeper again calls attention to 
Ellis and his career and to the incompre­ 
hensible way in which he has been signally 
honored by leaders of the republican party 
and to the prominence he had been permit­ 
ted to take in the present city campaign up 
to the time of the 
drunken 
orgie at his 
place which resulted in the death of Wells* 
Since then, of course, Ellis has retired to 
the background, but nevertheless the sinis­ 
ter influence he has exerted in the past still 
is his. 
The republican men and women of Seda« 
lia who believe in clean government and in 
upholding the highest ideals in the conduct 
of civic affairs can not but feel outraged 
at the prominence Ellis has been given in 
the party. 
If, as was contended it was 
“good politics” to give a negro the great 
distinction of being a member of the Mis­ 
souri electorial college at the last election, 
the question may well be asked why such 
honor was not given a real leader of the 
race, one who stands for the higher and 
better things for his people, rather than to 
Ellis, who is representative of the all that 
base and low, not only in his own race but 
in all mankind.

MUST SHOW MORE FIGHT. 
The widespread feeling that President 
Harding must exert a greater measure of 
leadership if he is to rescue 
his 
adminis­ 
tration from failure is strongly shared by 
the Springfield 
Republican. 
The 
great 
Massachusetts 
newspaper 
agrees 
with 
many of the pleasant 
things which have 
been and are still 
being 
said about Mr. 
Harding in connection with his first anni­ 
versary as president.
